A resolu- 
tion which only aims atthe elimination 
of some undesirable trait or habit has 
little positive or compelling power ov- 
er life. 

Many people have discovered that 
the one sure road that leads to better- 
ment lies along the way of some p@sit- 
ive, beneficial and inspiring activity. 
In this way a new habit is formed, 
one that is desirable and which by its 
presence will leave neither room, time 
nor energy available for the indul- 
gence in undesirable activity or habit. 
Only when you form a contact be- 
tween the negative and positive poles 
of a battery can you get power and ac. 
tion at the point of contact. it is well 
to keep this fact in mind in many cir- 
cumstances of life, 

» We shall all need to cake a more ac- 
tive attitude towarae the problems 
which are facing mankind today. 
Mucb of our present affliction is due to 
the fact that in the immediate past 
too many people tried to live in insul- 
ar aloofness from the problems of our 
social order. 

In the interests of a better post-war 
world for ourselves and our children 
we could all make a New Year's reso. 
lution something like this— 

“God helping me I will do all in my 
power to overcome my own indiffer- 
ence and my negative attitude to- 
wards the ills of my country and the 
community in which I live; and [ will 
give my best moral and active support 
to every movement that aims at better 
ment ofmy country and my own home 
community. 

“I will stop finding fault with those 
who strive to keep community activit- 
ies alive and 1 will assist them with 
my counsel and energy. I will do my 
part to strengthen the efforts of School 
Church and Clubs by faithful and 
sacrificial support of these important 
institutions.” 

The new world in the postwar period 
will have to be built around positive 
aims and ideals. Before there can be 
a better world there must first be a 
more positive and active participation 
in the affairs of the nation and the lo- 
cal ecmmunties on the part of all the 


citizens. 

Great responsibilities have been 
thrust upon us all and we have no 
choice left but to labour dilgently and 
earnestly for a better world now. If 
we decide to sit idly by and allow the 
greatest opportunity men ever had m 
the history of the world to pass by 
without seizing it by the forelock we 
shall not have a better world for gen- 
erations to come. It will not beckon 
us again in our own, or in our child- 
ren’s day, and they will have no better 
world to live in. We shall be judged 
in the future as having betrayed hu- 
manity by our own indifference and 
for ease and selfishness having sold 
our children’s birthright to a better 
world.

@ During 1942, 3,090 tons of onions 
were shipped from Canada to Great 
Britain in a dehydrated condition. 


@ Answers to the hundreds of rural 
women who have written to the Con- 
sumer Branch, Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board about rations for service 
men on week-end leaves. From now 
on, men on 48, 72 and 96-hour leaves 
will get a card with their passes bear- 
ing the stamp of the issuing unit. The 
name, regimental rank and number of 
meals served by his hostess must be 
entered by the visitor. The hostess, 
on her part, signs the card, enters the 
number of meals she has served. 
When nine meals are served, the card 
is taken or mailed to the nearest Lo- 
cal Ration Board, which then issues 
coupons for a_ two-weeks’ supply of 
any rationed commodity the hostess 
may desire. That's all there is to it. 

@ A special permit for non-alloy steel 
to manufacture 500,000 safety razor 
blades for faces on the fighting front. . 
.. The Auxiliary Services also got an 
allowance of three cola drinks per 
week in the U. K. and 60,000 pair of 
leather shoe laces for the canteens and 
plenty of turkeys for Christmas... 

@ Department of Labour reveals 2,400 
prisoners of war are working on 25 
labour projects across the country, 
mostly producing fuel wood — the 
daily rate per prisoner as high as 1% 
cords. Some are on farm jobs in 
Carleton County, Ontario, some in 
Brooks, Alta. district. Employers pay 
the going rate wages to the depart- 
ment, which pays prisoners in accord- 
ance with international convent on. 

@ The R. C. M. P. patrolled a total of 
60,000 miles in the northern territories 
of Canada last winter. Besides his 
police duties, the Red Coat acts as tax- 
collector, postmaster, game warden, 
reistrar of vital statistics and general 
supervisor of welfare. 

@ Creamery butter holdings in Canada 
as of Dec. 1 totalled 59,687,929 pounds, 
compared with 72,569,529 pounds a 
month before and 32,347,854 «| ounds 
last year. 

@ You've heard a lot about tea and 
coffee lately. Here’s the Ja‘est dope 
from the W. P. T. B. At the present 
rate of consumpton ,there is just 
enough tea in the country to la t five 
or six months — a small back og con- 
sidering the precariousness if fwe far 
in the Pacific. Moreover, 20% of Ca- 
nada’s tea supply is neede? for the 
Armed Forces and the Red Cross. 
Just recently the Red Cross asked for 
a goodly increase of tea for pr sone’s- 
of-war parcels. As for coffee, Canada 
is bringing in as much as she is allovy- 
ed in her shipping allovation and it’s 
barely enough to meet the prevailing 
rate of consumption. The Board st°11- 
fastly discourages serving tea and 
coffee at »ny but regular meals, and 
for that also urges any but regular 
meals be discontinued for the dura- 
tion.
